rages and Ryots all the Countries 
over: Each man was a drum and.

There he taught, That 


Chrift did not take fleſh of the 
Virgin Mary ; and that Magiſtrates 
did forfcit or looſe all Authority, 
{o often as they committed Mortal 
fin-z. and laſtly , That the people 


(that is, ſuch a rabble of the people 
| as 
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as followed him tumultnouſly, avd 
without any lawful order) might 
corre& Princes when they offend. 
This fellow, to make his name and 
praices more reverenced by the 
people, pretended, as others did, 
extraprdinary vocation from God; 
That what he did was by revelati- 
on and warrant of the Holy Ghoſt ; 
that he had received from God the 
Sword of Gideon, cogere univerſuns 
orbem, as the Centuriſts write of him, ' 
thereby to compel the whele Warld, to 
acknoy ledge and ſet up the new King= 
dom of Jeſus Chriſt ; to fight for - 
Iſrael, and to-depoſe 1Idolatrous 
Magiſtrates : And with ſuch phan- 
taſtical pretences as theſe, he made 
ſhift to draw into the Field infinite 
numbers of people of Franconiz , 
by whoſe help. he won by force the 
ſtrong Town of Wir urgh, ſlew the 
Count Lodowick of Helphenſlein 3 


and either killed, or captivated all 
the Noblemen of the Country , 
whom they could encounter.

ſay, with the inſtigations of Bucer,

Arms , and to invade in hoftile 
maner the Country of that Bi " 
took by aflaulc a ſtrong place of the 
Princes own poſſeſſion z marched 
with bis Army up to the very Walls 
of Triers,with intention to befiedge 


it: But as his cauſe was wicked, 


and undertaken without any juſt 
ground of War, ſo the ſucceſs was 
anſfwerable; his forces being ſud- 
denly compelled to retire, himſelf 
with many of his complices appre- 
hended- and attainted , and their 


Lands confiſcate. Briefly, and to 


give you the ſum of all” theſe miſ- 
eheifs under one view, This In» 
undation, and, as it were, Firſt fury 
of theſe Reformers of Germany , 
was ſo general and violent, that all 
Church-Goods whatſoever, where 
they came, becameprey and booty 


to them ; Cathedral Churches were 


broken down, and ſhamefully de- 
faced; Monaſteries ranſacked and 
robbed ; Biſhops and Biſhopricks _ 
ſpotled, 
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ſpoiled;; as Magdeburgh for exam» 
ple, the Seat of the Primate of Ger- 
maxy, and a Prince of the Empire y' 
Breme , Lubeck, and no leſs then

For in all 
their publike Letrers they. vouch- 
ſated him no other Title, + then 
Charls of Gaunt, uſurping the name of

in them lay, depoſed him : Which 
was an in ignity the meaneſt Prince 
of them all, would not have ac- 
counted ſufferable in his own per- 


ſon. IT muſt not forget, that the 


Landſgrave did uſually, both b 
Letters and Meſſages, with no little 
bravery and confidence affure the 
Pringes, and Towns of the League, 
that within three moneths they 
would force Charls to flie out of ' 
Germany, and leave the Empireto 
them. But how then did their pre- 
tences hang together ? that this 
League was made onely ſe defer- 
dendo, and for their Lawful Pro- 
teAtion ? Surely they aimed at ſome 
thing more, when they talked of 
expelling the Emperor out of Ger- 
many. As they alſo did when they 
ſolicited the Kings of Fraxce,. Eng- 
land, Denmark , the Hayy Towns, 
and Swiſſes, to joyn with them, and 
diſhonorably abuſed him by many 
foul and infamous aſperfions. It is

againſt them, armed no leſs wit

bels. The Conſtable was a man, a-

but matter of meer pretext ; for 
Beza himſelf confefſeth plainly , 
This Field was fought to reftore or 
eſtabliſh their pretended Religion. 
Fourthly, Neither is it true, that 
the Duke of Guiſe is a ſtranger in 
France. Is he a ſtranger in France, 
who is deſcended clearly from the 
Stock and Line of Charlemaign, 
who isno ſtrangerin France, I wis ? 
Is he a ſtranger in Fraxce, who is a 
Peer of France, and Cofin-German 
to the Prince of Conde, their Pro- 
tetor? whoſe own Mother was Ar 
tonetta, 
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torietta, Princeſs of Bourbon ? whoſe 
Anceſtors have enjoyed the greateſt 


Offices and Honors in the Court of 


France ? Neither, may we forget 
the great ſervices they have done 
for the Crown of France, at Rome, 
at Metz, Verdun, Theonville, and at 
Calice eſpecially, in a time when 
all France was in mqurning, and 
diſtreſs too , for the lofs which 
Monfieur the Admiral had received 
at St. Suintins. Laſtly, that dream, 
viz. That the Duke ſhould aſpire 
to the Crown, is the pitifulleſt of 
all, a 'meer-fable taken out of the 
Legend of Lorrain, and other Libels 
of that time. For how many Walls 
of Braſs were betwixt him and it ? 
The King himſelf yong, his Bro- 
thers yenger ; their Mother living, 
the King of Navar their yy and 
Noble Friend, with the whole No- 
bility of France, as they themſelves 
acknowledge: Was itnot then a

"It being then apparently falſe, 
That the King was in the hands, 
| G5 that 
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that is, under the prey of Guiſe z 
let us confider the laft Propofition, 
viz, That the _ Commiſſion, 
which the Conſtable had, and the 
Prince wanted, and fought againſt 
at the Battle of Dreux, was not 
much to be m_—__ » becauſe at 
that time the King had neither age 
to diſcern, nor liberty to deny, &c, 
As for Liberty, it is anſwered alrea- 
dy. And for age, what if the Kin

We are to 
know, a King hath two bodies, or 
his perſon may be conſidered under 
a double capacity, that of Nature, 
and that of Policy. His Body po- 
litick,as it never dieth,ſo it is never 
defeftive of Authority or Dire&i- 
on. Theats of the Body politick 
be not abated by the Natural bodies 
acceſs: The Body politick is not 
diſabled to govern by the non-age 
of the natural.

Placit,24. where, by Juſtice Thorps 
judgement , the gift 6f a King is 
not defeated by his non-age.

that would either reſtrain this So» 
vereignty- within any narrower

Many 
other Maxims and Rules he hath 
of this nature,fit tor nothing but to 
introduce Anarchy, and confuſton

And after 
this, they are ſure,their Confiſtories

All which proceedings were ſo 


notorious and unexcuſable in thoſe

And {uch in trath (though envy 


frown, when we ſpeak it ) is the | 
general Inclination and Temper of 


all Engiſþ Catholikes , towards 
their Sovereign Prince, both with- 
in and without the Realm; as the 
experience of their quiet behavior, 
for ſo many years together of hard 
times, have cleerly ſhewen. When 
I ſpeak of Catholikes within» the 
Realm, "I mean, Recuſants in gene- 
ral, (as we are called). men and 
women cf all Eftates and Condi- 
tions ; who have had our ſhares, 
and taſted of the Cup of affi&ion, 
(as God was pleaſed to adminiſter 
it unto us, ) at this preſent, not 
much leſs then a Hundred of years. 
When I ſpeak of thoſe without the 
Realm, ] mean the Seminaries of 
Prieſts, Religious Perſons and Stu- 
dents that be Catholike beyond the 
Seas. Concerning which Semina- 
ries we are to know, that when 
the old Clergy of England, Bifhops 


and 
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and Prieſts, were ſome languiſhing 
in Priſon , other in Exile, many 
dead, andall in disfavor. The $6 
cretary and ſuch other Politick 
Proteſtants as then fate at theSteark 
of Government in England,. did 
cenfidently imagin, that in a ſhort 
time both Prieft- and Prieſthood 
would be worn out and extingiſts 
edin this Nation. And truely it 
was obſerved, that aboutrthe yeat 
bt there were not above Thirty 

the old Pricfts remaining in the 
Realm. | Hereupon DoQor Alex, 


a man even raiſed by God to do- 


his -Country- good in a time of 
greateſt neceſſicy , together with 
ſome others of the Exg/iſþ Clergy, 
begun the Seminary at Doway, a- 
bour the year 1569. meerly out of 
ſpiritual charity rowards their 
poo Country, and a Chriſtian 

ovidenceto prevent the utter de-

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like Church there, (as ithad ever 
been from the Apoſtles cimes to 
thatpreſent)) unto ſucceeding Ge- 
nerations: And: as-by. the great 
bleſſing of God we ſee, their -pious 
Countels have had aw happy effect 
unto this day ;- notwithſtanding 
the many oppolitions, adverfitics 
and difficulties, which 'they /have 
met with, as well from England, 
as from other places. They interi- 
ded alſo the Inftruftion and train= 
ing ap of yong Scholars,'viz. of the 
Catholike Nobility , Gentry and 
others of cur Nation in the ftudies 
of Learning, Vertue, and all kinde 
of hone and. chriftian Education 
which as the caſe ftood;they could 
not poſlbly have in their own 
Country, without Ship-wracking 
of their conſciences, and great-- 
rl of their ſouls.
